burden each, to be subject to acceptance 
or rejection by the Postmaster General, and 
approved by a constructor detailed by the 
Secretary of the Navy. In time of war or 
danger the Government is to take vessels by 

urchase, or the payment of a sum eqniva- 

ent to the iaterest on ascertained 
value. The mail contract not to exceed ten 
years, bor the annual compensation one hun- 
dred thousand dollars; a reasonabie compen+ 
sation to be paid for the first eighteen months 
for any pioneer vessel placed on the route. 


FOREIGN EXPENSES.

The bill making an appropriation of 814, 
000 for the compensation of Nicholas P. Trist 
as negotiator of the treaty of Guadaloupe 
Hidalgo was discussed. 

Mt. SUMNER, Chairman of the Committee 
on Commerce, and Mr. Fowler, advocated the 
bil, and Messrs. Conkling, Howe, and A. G. 
Tburman, opposed it. The discussion devel- 
oped that services for which compensation 
was asked were rendered subsequent to the 
recall of Trist as Minister to Mexico, but that 
the treaty negotiated by him was accepted b 
the caverns The bill passed—yeas 24, 
nays 13. 


OCEAN TELEGRAPHS. 
Mr.SUMNER then called up the House

Ma. BAYARD said that ocean telegraph eu- 
terprises had been delayed by apprebension 
on the part of foreigners that there would be 
some interference with that system of commu- 
nication. The United States Congress ought 
not to hesitate to express its desire for the 
success of such enterprises, and he regarded 
the bill as affording excellent opvortunity for 
such expressions.

Mr. KELSEY, of New York, objected to 
the resolution being offered. 

Mr. ASPER, the member of the committee 
on military efleirs who drew up the report, 
proceeded to address the House in support of 
the resolution, reciting the fucts in the case, 
and insisting upon the gravity of the offense 
committed by the first class, and the neces- 
sity of visiting it with appropriate punish- 
ment. He regarded the excuse given by the 
boys that they were driven to this act. becatdse 
theautborities at Washington were constant- 
ly interfering with the discipline of the school, 
and remittim penalties, as a reflection upon 
Presideut Grant and therefore adding to the 
offense committed. . 

Mr, SLOCUM, a member of the sub-com- 
mittee on military aflaira which made the iu : 
vestigation, deciared he had not been in favor 
of he House ente:lng apou the investigation 
thinking that the discipline in the schoo 
miont safely be left to its officers; but, as the 
House bad thought proper to order it, ne had 
taken partsin it, and had concurred in the res- 
oiutiopn, He defended the officers of tha 
scademy, but recoguized that they had had 
unus unf difficulties thrown in their way with- 
iv the last few yeart—firet, by the admission 
of acolored cadet, WEO had 228 a great 
source of embarrassment, and, secondly, by 
the presence as a cadet of the son of a man hich 
in autbority,who mterfered wita order and dis- 
cipline. If he were the head of such au la- 
stitution, he would rather have twenty negro 
cedets in it than one cadet so circumstanced; 
and this bad been the position in which the 
officers at West Point had been placed for the 
last three years. 

Mr. BUTLER, of Mass., said he was infiu- 
enced by no hostile feeling toward the mili- 
— academy, though the effect of its teach 
bad followed him for yéars, and inflicted. on 
bum more injury than mortal man could ever 
inflict on Aim. He had felt the etlect of it 
from the 16th of April, 1861, till the 8th of 
November, 1865. It had deprived bim of the 
conmand of the army of the James, bad sent 
him home in disgrace, and had prevented bim 
from entering the Capital of the enemy; but 
still be was opposed to Congressioual inter- 
ference with the discipline of the school. 
Complaint had been made of the bad effests 
of Executive interference with it, and now they 
propose to add to the difficulty by legisiative 
interference. He argued ust the second 
resolution, representing what a serious thing 
it was to blight, as was pro „he lives of 
those young men forever. It was their head 
that had been wrong in the offense. Their 
heart has been all right. They had acted 
from what they thought to be a good motive, 
aod for honor to their corps. As to the con- 
duct of the officials, he remarked that, how- 
ever much they had been blameable, even 
so much more should they de er- 
cused, because they had not had 
the teaching which it had been promised their 
fathers they should have. As for punishing 

ringleaders, he argued that there were 
none, but that all were alike culpable, and 
that they would all have to plesd guilty. 
Besides, he did not like to expose tha boys to 
the temptation to accuse each other. He 
would rather vote for the expulsion of the 
whole class than td vote for the second reso- 
Intion. He believed that the resolution which 
he himself had offered, depriv the boys of 
the customary furlough, would a punish- 
ment propo: tionate to their offense, and would 
sufficiently mark the condemnation of the 
offéuse by the House. 

Mr. LOGAN disclaimed apy disposition to 
require a punishment to be inflicted on those 
boys, but was very much surprised at the ar- 

ument which he 2 heard from the 
earved lawyer from sachusetts. That 
gentleman's ments were sometimes 
strange, and he | Logan] should not attempt to 
account for their strangeness.

ers. The Severve arrived at Kingston on the 
20th, and was still there on the 24th. The 
Congress was at Key West on the 24th, and 
the probabilities were strongly in favor of her 
remaining there some time. The Yantjc, Nau- 
tucket and Swatera are all much smaller and 
differently rigged from the Tennessee, and are 
cruising about San Domingo, but it is hardly 
pogeible thet either of them could have beev 
mistaken for the Tennessee. 


THE ONLY MAN WHO SAW HER. 

New York, Feb. 14.—Thé World has a dis- 
patch frcm Philadelphia, giving additional 
par'iculars from Capt. Drummond of bis 
sighting the Tennessee. The Captain says: 1 
frit saw this vessel about eleven o’clock on 
thé night of Janusry 18th. The vessel left 
the New York harbor late in the afternoon of 
the 17th, by lend time. It was the 19th by 
nautical time. On the 18th, by land time, 1 
first saw her masthead lights. I do not 
know that sehe was a bark-rigged ves- 
sel. Her mizzen topes were furled, and 
I could not determine. The vessel was actang 
very strangely, and it was all we could do to 
keep out of the way. She, was steering di- 
rectly south. She crossed our bow within 
500 feet of us. This was about 100 miles 
from Cape Hatteras, a perfect gale blowing. 
The Anderson shipped a great deal of water 
all that night, and labored very beayily. I 
feel confident that it was the Tennessee we 
taw. If she gotthrough the storm all right 
she would certainly have put in at Jamaica in 
four days, and reported from that place, 

Ihe following is an exact copy of Ander- 
son's log book at 11 o’clock, the time the 
Tennessee wes noticed: Fresh gales, at- 
tended with squalls; lightning in the north 
northeast; heavy sea making; reefed top 
sails, and furled them; passed steamer, 
— standing to the south; nation- 
ality unksowse. At 12 o’clock the Ander- 
son’s log book reported it raining; and very 
heavy northeast sea rolling. Both Captain 
Drummond and his first mate are positive 
it was the Tennessee they caw, as she would 
have been just at that place on the 18th of 
January, land time. Captain “Drummond 
would have reported it before, but did not 
know the Tennessee had not been heard from. 

Rumorg have obtained circulation that sev- 
eral steamers whicb left San Domingo for this 
port are overdue. This is not the case, The 
steamer Republic is only now due, and the 
Tybee, which carries the United States mails, 
is not due until about the 22d inst. 

A special dispatch to the Herald, dated 
Havana 13, says, we have no tigings whatever 
of the United States stéamer Tennessee dt 
thig place, and your correspondent at Santiago 
de Bake has heard nothing of her wherea- 
bouts. 

The steamer Bienville has arrived from Ha- 
vana, She left in port there the United States 
flag ship Severn and frigate Congress. The 
latter has since been ordered to sail for Samana 
to look out for the Tennessee, “ 

ANOTHER SIGHT AT GER, 

Boston, Feb. 14 Captain Hopkins, of the 
bark Mary Baker, which arrived here to-day 
from Merogoane, Hayti, reports, January Bib, 
éff St. Nicholas nifle at the northwest end ot 
Hayt!, that be saw an American midn-of-war, 
Wien first seen she was under steam alone, 
but she immediately made sail, and steered for 
the east end of Cubs, under both steam and 
sail.

Confession of a Dying Murderer. 

In the month of February, 1864, the Super- 
visor of the town of Spaulding, in Saginaw 
County, Michigan, was killed near the village 
of Saline, having received two pistol s\ots fo 
the @bdomen, both of which were fatal 
wouttus, The murderer was never discov- 
ered, but the Seginaw Courier now publishes 
the substance of the death-bed confession of 
a man named William Wilson, lately a resi- 
dent of Montreal, Canada, who acknowledges 
having killed him. It seems from the accouut 
that the Supervisor had received some $700, 
and had it in his possession when he left the 
village, between eight and niue o’clock of the 
evening. Wilson says that he and a com- 

nion named Ring, determmed to kill him 
or the sake of the money, aud that he shot 
him while Riog took the money to keep for 
the benefit of both and to afterwards divide, 
In September, 1864, Ring was shot dead ju 
front of the Everett House, East Saginaw, by 
some unknown assassip, and now Wilson 
says that be killed his former companion, be- 
cause he refused to divide the booty obtalaed 
by the other assassination. Wilson was ar- 
rested upon suspicion of being the murderer 
of Ring, but the evidence inst him was not 
sufficient to detain bim and he was ultimately 
dischar He had been a member of the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry and returned to the 
front, where he remained until the elose of 
the war, He then went back to East Saginaw 
with a broken constitution, atterwards 
retpoved to Marshal, and made the above 
confession just before his death there.

{2 The Scientific American says about 
pavements: “The material most abundant, 
and thus far most extensively used, has been 
stove. Yet no form of stove pavement has, 
oP to the present proved satisfactory. 
All have been either uneven and noisy, or, if 
smooth, so slippery as to be at times incon- 
venient. The most agreeable form of stone 
roadway extensively used 18 form com- 
monly knowp as the McAdam, or broken 
stone road. And yet, a street pared with 
broken stone alone would not answer the 
purpose, for the reason that it is oot imper- 
vious to water. Yet we venture to suggest 
and fnventors may take the suggestion for 
what it is worth—that if broken stone could 
be held togetber by some kind of cement of 
sufficient tenacity and durability to hold the 
stones in their places till worn out, and render 
wood impervious to water, and if a pavément 
thus composed could be made to nmet the

The Petty Powers ot Europe. 


Now that Germany has almost finished 
her bloody work in France, aud this great 
counterpoise to the German power threat- 
ens to be permanently dwaaicd in European 
politics, we see the effects of the indiffer- 
ence of the other European governments in 
the war gradually appearing on the sur- 
face. Partacularly the smaller States ad- 
joining Germany seem to feel that their 
time is coming, and they huddle together 
like a herd of frightened sheep, into whose 
fold the wolf has broken. That some one 
of them will have to suffer seems to be 
clear to the minds of their citizens, and 
they ask apprehensively whose turn it will 
be first. Bismarck has aburdant material 
on hands to commence a quarrel with any 


politigs requires but little to get up a casus 
belli. He is used to act like the wolt that 
accused the lamb of defiling the brook 
they were drinking from. 

Poor Switzerland bas allowed the sol- 
diers Of BoUnRARk I to cross her trontiers, 
and has furnished arms and horses to 
France. This is regarded as a grave vio- 
lation of neutrality by the wily German 
Chancellor; and, although he does not 
make much ado about it now, the time will 
approach only too soon when be will raise 
his voice and demand satisfaction from the 
poor Swiss, and that he has a heavier hand 
tor enforcing his claims than our own Ad- 
ministration has shown in enforcing the 
Alabama claims pas been repeatedly de- 
monstrated in the last five years. He has 
the same grievances against Belgium and 
Luxemburg, or rather Holland, which have 
aiso harbored French fugitives. We see 
that, while Bismanrcx cultivates the triend- 
ship of the more powerful neighbors ot 
Germany, such as Austria and Russia, he 
frowns on all her smaller neighbors trom 
whom much can be gained at a small cost, 
and we should not be much surprised if 
the next few years witness the gradual 
absorption by Germany of the smaller 
States that adjoin her. 

Such seems also to be the fear of Den- 
mark, whose conscie.ce toward Germany 
is not quite clear, on account of some aid 
and comfort furnished to the French fleet 
in the Baltic. The poor Danes have beer 
utterly disappointed at the course which 
the war has taken. The powerful Freach 
fleet which was todo such great things, 
and help them to recover the territory of 
which the Germans have robbed them, 
proved an utter failure. The fleet with- 
drew without having accomplished any- 
thing, and now the Danes, far from in- 
sisting on a fulfillment of that section 
of me treaty of Prague by 
which Prussia agrees to have a 
vote taken in the Northern Districts of 
Schleswig, and then restore them to Den- 
mark, if a majority of the inhabitants de- 
sire it, are deliberating on the best meas- 
ures to prevent the rest of their country 
fiom being annexed to the German Em- 
pire. At a recent session of the Danish 
Chambersthis matter was most earnestly 
discussed, and the Minister of War stated 
in plain terms that circumstances might 
arise in the very near future which would 
threaten the independence of the country. 
That Prussia could annex these smaller 
States in spite of the protest of the other 
powers is evident, and then France, 
crushed and helpless, would be avenged 
on them, and tell them justly: 

“Tu Tas voulu, George Daudin“

This scion of the house of BoxArAurx, 
who made himself notorious by his mani- 
fold outrages, particularly by the murder 
of young Victor Norm, a little more than 
a year ago, has again appeared on the sur- 
tace of public affairs in Europe, showing 
himself as ever again in a hateful light.

A Man Torn to Pieces iu Indiana. 

Last SaiurdayY morning at 5 o'clock a young 
German named John Helbig, aged about thirty 
veers, lett his residence, on the Knob3, dve miles 
from Hamburg, in Ciarke couaty, Indiana, forthe 
purpose of starting his stave machine. Nobody 
was with him. When his friend went to look 
for Helbig, they found him down tn the pt: 
through which the fiy-wheel revoives torn and 
mansled in the most shocking manner.
